spending 
program 
of 
President 
Roosevelt. 
C hairm an W hittington

clared appropriations voted by the 
house were "utterly inadequate.” 
He recalled the house com m ittee 
recently

I tributions were modified." 
Copeland said he favored public 
work.- th a t would preserve and in ­ 
crease the national wealth.

State Auditor Hurls 
Charge of Political 
Interference Today 


COLUMBUS. 
April 
2 7 —Charges 
and denials that politics was pre­ 
v enting proper enforcem ent of the 
sales tax law in Cuyahoga county 
were hurled by two state officials 
before the state emergency board 
today. 
i-.tate Auditor Joseph T Ferguson 
made the charge of political inter­ 
ference in m ak ing a request for an 
emergency allowance of $50.0% with 
which to conduct a sweeping in­ 
v estigation of sales tax collections 
in Clev eland and surrounding terri­ 
tory. 
The denial was made by W alter 
Mitchell, member of the state tax 
commission in charge of adm inis­ 
tration of the .sales tax 
He v igor­ 
ously opposed the allowance to Fer- 
guson 
If any money Ls to be allowed to 
help in enforcem ent of the sales tax 
law it should be giv en to the tax 
commission and not to the state 
auditor," M itchell said 
•There Ls a lot of politics mixed 
in this thing " Ferguson said.
